WHAT PEACE MAY BRING. 
The brilliant stroke of the French army at Ver- 
dun was probably an attempt to check a Ger“ 
man counter offense in the Somme region or else- 
where rather than part of an elaborate new of- 
fensive. The grievous situation of Roumahia also 
may have induced the new enterprise, which has 
been more profitable, superficially at least, than 
an equal effort in the Somme district was likely 
to be, since the Germans are concentrated there 
for powerful resistance. 5 
„Whatever the explanation, it would seem un- 
likely that many more ambitious undertakings 
will occur before winter checks the most active 
campaigning. It has been rumored that the Ger- 
mans have organized a great drive, but this will 
have to be made soon if at all this year. It is 
next spring that we must expect the main 
struggle to expel the Germans from France and 
Belgium. , 
If that is achieved, it seems probable that the 
war will end there. The French will certainly 
fight on without stint of blood or treasure until 
the invader is off French soil. Perhaps there will 
be little abatement of the French determination 
until Belgium is freed or even French Alsatia is 
recovered. | 
But talk of peace dictated in Berlin is surely 
rhetoric. Unquestionably France wants security 
after the war if it can be obtained on reasonable 
terms. But the price of demolishing the Prussian 
power she knows would be staggering even if it 
could be paid at all. France has suffered frightful- 
ly, yet she has bought with her agony a priceless 
thing. When she has expelled the invader she 
will enter a period of glorious nationality, a new 
birth of the French spirit. 
Meanwhile England has not only great material 
gains and advantages, but also moral gains hardly 
less than those of France. She has swept Ger- 
man trade off the earth and possessed her rival's 
. Germany will re- 
turn to the fray with her genius stimulated by 
necessity, but it will take time to recapture her 
former place, and considering that England has 
had a great awakening and has revolutionized her 
methods under stress of war, Germany will find 
the struggle more difficult than before the war. 
England also has the coveted German colonies 
Africa, an empire.vaster than was hoped for on 
that continent. 3 
The prospects of the other combatants are more 
difficult to forecast. The expectation that Rou- 
mania would be the last straw which would break 
the power of the central powers has gone glim- 
mering. Roumania thus far has been a weight 
on the entente allies and seems at this writing 
to be on the way to Serbia's fate. The tremendous 
reserve power of the central powers is being strik- 
ingly demonstrated in the crushing of Roumania 
and in a new check of the Russians. In Meso- 
potamia neither the latter nor the Engl sh seem 
to be making headway and the campaign from 
Saloniki is significantly slow. Italy has been 
merely holding her own and Greece is impotent. 
It would seem at this stage, therefore, that the 
central powers, Germany, that is, in practical 
effect, will be holding the Balkan region, Constan- 
tinople, and the better part of Syria when peace 
terms become practicable. In such case their com- 
pensation would be substantial, for this large and

NDER the circumstances it is not 
astonishing that a movement late- 
ly should have been started in 
Holland in favor of a change in 
the order of succession to the 

throne. True, little Prin Juliana, 

now in her eighth year, is in the best of 
health and a strong and sturdy child, 
in whom all the affection, the loyalty, 
and the hopes of the Dutch people are 
centered as the next heir to the crown. 

But she has but one life and, failing 

her, there comes next in the line of 

succession to the throne of Holland a 

whole series of German princes, most of 

whom are now fighting under the 
kaiser’s orders, and who, born and bred 
as German soldiers, may be relied upon, 
in the event of their becoming ruler of 

Holland, to endéavor by every means in 

their power to bring that country with- 

in the sphere of the Teuton empire, at 
least in an economic sense. 

That is why the movement maugurat- 

ed for a change in the order of succes- 

sion to the throne is being strongly 
advocated in leading organs of the 

Dutch press.

But the movement eliminating 
German princes and princesses from the 
line of succession to the crown was 
frustrated and merely took the form of 
a statutory requirement that in the 
event of the crown of the Netherlands 
passing to a foreign prince occupying

No Objections Entered. 

The resignation of Mr. Heil, who is 
accused of writing letters attacking the 
character of Mrs. Marie Moore, was 
the first business of the meeting. A 
fight was expected, as several mem- 
bers had been quoted in newspapers as 
favoring other methods of handling 
the Heil case. The secretary read a 
statement from Supt. John D. Shoop 
to the effect that he had received Mr. 
Heil’s resignation and had accepted it. 


If there is no objection,“ said Presi- 


dent Loeb, the board will concur.““ 
Nothing was said, and the secretary 
turned to other matters. 


Stuart Not Against Loeb. 

In the afternoon the attention of Gen. 
Jame E. Stuart was called to inter- 
views purporting to come from him re- 
garding the Heil case. He had in- 
vestigated the matter in his capacity of 
chief postoffice inspector of the Chicago 
district. He said he would not attempt 
to prosecute Mr. Loeb because of Loeb’s 
action in obtaining Heil’s resignation; 
further, that he never said he would 
take the matter to the state’s attorney, 
and that he had no intention of doing 
80. 


Attorneys Deny Interview. 

Afternoon papers quoted Attorneys 
John F. Voight and C. A. Macom/o as 
saying they demand a trial for 
Heil, that he had not written the letters, 
but that they had been written by a 
woman or women; that some one 
would have to answer to the charge of
